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One of our subscribers, who has a chance for 
those ‘‘jight rangers’’ of the poultry yard to roam 
about, wishes some information on the mode ef | 
rearing them. 

The turkey has some singular peculiarities in | 
its nature. Among them may be mentioned its | 
uncommon tenderness when young, and its un 
common hardiness when full-grown. Nothing in 
the poultry yard is so delicate and so easily de- 
stroyed when first hatched asthe turkey. It is 
easily chilled past recovery by cold or storms, and | 
yet, when full-grown, it will endure some of the | 
most pelting storms of mid-winter. We have 
seen them roost high on the apple trees, duringa | 
fierce north-easter, with the snow and ice collect- | 
ing on their heads, apparently unconcerned about | 
shelter or protection. The first lesson, then, is | 
to keep the chicks warm and dry. This seems 
necessary to them, even in their wild state, for | 
we are told by western men, where wild turkies | 
are found, that, when they have a warm and dry | 
spring, wild turkies are plenty in the fall; and, 
when the spring is cold and wet, wild turkies are | 


scarce in the fall. 


The next lesson is in regard 
to food. Neither give them too much nor too 
litle. They should not be stuffed to death with 
Indian meal, nor starved by withholding what 
they should have. They will getalong very well 
during the first ten or twelve hours after they | 
leave the shell. It is probable that, in their wild 
state, they first begin to feed by picking a scanty 
fare of insects and tender grasses. If you ob- 
serve the tame kind you will find them very ex- 
pert in picking or catching flies and insects. In 
order, therefore, to give them animal food as near 
like it as you can, some soft curds or boiled eggs 
may be given them, and, for a warming, stimula- 
tory grass, some cives, or chives as some call |

Grasshoppers are most abundant in dry seasons, 
and so are turkies, and it is amusing to see a 
regiment of them marching back and forth in the 
fields, formed in regular platoons, and nabbing 
the grasshoppers which start up at their approach. 
They will devour immense numbers in the course 
of aday, and grow fat upon them. There is 
another species of food which they are very fond 
of, and which will fatten them well. Itis the 
heads of the common barn grass. This species 
of grass is generally considered a nuisance to the 
farmer, but not so thinks the turkey. As soon 
as the seeds begin to turn ripe, turn the gobblers 
in among it, and you will laugh to see them strip 
the heads off as they walk along, chatting among 
themselves, in the ¢urk-ish dialect, of the oo, too, 
tweet, tweets, with great sociability. If it were 
not so difficult to eradicate this grass, it would 
not be a bad plan to cultivate it on purpose for a 
turkey pasture. If you could confine the grass- 
hoppers in the same field, too, the turkies would 
have an excellent chance to mix their bread and 
meat together, without travelling too far to do it. 

When a boy, we used to see the farmers’ wives 
put the following mode in practice, which, we 
have since found, was recommended to them by 
an old Swedish writer, in a work entitled ‘‘ Rural 
Economy,’’ which says:—‘*Many housewives 
have long despaired of success in rearing turkies, 
and complained that the profit rarely indemnifies 
them for their trouble and loss of time ; whereas, 
little more is to be done than to plunge the chick 
into cold water, the very hour, if possible, but at 
least the very day it is hatched, forcing it to 
swallow a pepper corn, after which let it be re- 
turned to its mother.’’ How far the pepper corn, 
by warming and stimulating the system, might 
be useful to the youngster, we cannot say, but 
we never could see any benefit derived from the 
cold water bath. It was generally pat in and out 
so quickly that it seldom was wet much, and we 
presume did neither good nor hurt. 

The same author also observes, that ‘‘it must 
be remembered that this useful species of fowl 
are also subject to one particular disease, while 
they are young, which often carries them off in a 
few days. When they begin to droop, examine 
carefully the feathers on the posterior extremity, 
and you will find two or three whose quill part is 
filled with blood ; upon drawing these, the chick 
recovers, and after that requires no other care 
than what is commonly bestowed on other poul- 
try.’’ He also recommends to keep them till two 
or four years old before carrying them tu market, 
and to fatten them on Sunflower seed.

New Milch Cows. 

Cows, at this season of the year, especially 
those that are about to calve, should be strictly 
attended to. Assoon as they have calved give 
them some warm water thickened with a little 
meal. Let them have it as warm as they will drink

'a short time, so as to keep them warm across the 
jloins. Cows thus managed seldom have trouble

Farming Tools. 


to be done from seed time to harvest, that the 
farmer can afford but little time to devote to the 
making or repairing of his tools, during sow- 
ing, planting, hoeing, haying or harvesting. A 
portion of the present comparatively leisure sea- 
son may be advantageously improved in attend- 
ing to these matters, so that every implement 
may be in prime order and ready fur use, when 
needed. Much time is lost, and many vexations 
delays occur from a neglect to take these pre- 
cautions. 

Great improvements have been made in farming 
tools within the recollection of most of us. 
Few farmers would now be willing to use tools 
‘no better than the best their fathers could pro- 
jeure. But great as are many of these improve- 
ments, some of them have not received that at- 
tention from farmers, generally, which their mer- 
its deserve. The advantages to be derived from 
using the best constructed implements are not 
fully understood by all. The following hints on 
this subject we copy from the Germantown Tel- 
egraph, and we would commend them to the at- 
tention of our readers : 

‘«] think that the old adage, that “He must 
indeed be a good workman who can afford to work 
with poor tools,”’ is one which embodies an im- 
portant trath. If we farmers employ a mechanic 
—a mason or a house carpenter, for instance—to 
execute a ‘‘job of work,’’ we of course expect 
that he will come provided with proper and effi- 
cient tools. Should he come with but half the 
implements requisite for the proper and successful 
performance of the work confided to his hands, 
we should not hesitate to demur, and should be 
perfectly justified in dismissing him and procuring 
another in his stead. But how is it on our farms? 
Are we always as jealous and watchful of our 
interests there? How often, indeed, is it, that 
our “helps’’ are required to plough, to mow, to 
reap and hoe, with implements which are not 
only “out of fashion,” but too clumsy and ill 
adapted to the work required to be performed, to 
be used any where, except in places and under 
circumstances where, those better adapted and 
constructed cannot be obtained. Many of the old- 
fashioned implements are still in use on our farins 
—particularly ploughs, dung-forks, and hoes; 
and with these unwieldy and almost unwieldable 
abortions, hired men and boys are frequently re- 

ired to perform as much work, and to finish it 
off as neatly, as though they were provided with 
the most proper tools. Farmers geverally are 
too remiss on this point. They are too apt to 
look at the cost of the tools, not at the useless ex- 
penditure of strength on the part of the operative 
in wielding them—+that is no business of theirs,

Before I had drained the meadows, it was im- 
possible tu travel on them, without going into the 
wet ancle deep; but since draining, I can walk any 
where with shoes on, without the least danger of 
wetting my feet; and in summer and autumn they 
are perfectly dry. Cranberries, also, are better 
than they were before, and less liable to be in- 
jured by frost. 

I have no doubt that most of my meadows, in 
a short time, will be suitable to cultivate, as the 
mud proves to be only from two to four feet deep, 
and of the best kind of peat. Ifso I shall have 
from thirty to forty acres of the best interval land 
for grass and vegetables, which will be worth six 
times as much as the land that has been cultiva- 
ted for the last century, and needs a larger quan- 
tity of manure, to obtain decent crops.

Dunlop Cheese. 

The following method of making this celebrated 
cheese, is given by Mr. Robert Gray, a practical 
Scotch Farmer, now residing in New Brunswick.

He should be 
worked moderately every day, and covered with 
warm blankets at night, to keep him from taking 
jcold. Itis highly necessary that he should be 
exercised, and when thus treated, I have not 
known it to fail of a cure in my practice, which 
has been limited.

Aoricettere ix Ixprasa. According to an 
estimate made by Mr. Merrill, late President of 
the State Bank of Indiana, the egricultural prod- 
uets of the State during the last year, were 45,- 
000,000 bushels of corn; 8,000,000 bushels of 
wheat: 18,000,000 bushels of oats, rye, barley, 
&e. The average price of wheat was 50 cents 
per bushel—near a market it being 60 to 70 cents; 
and remote from one, 40 cents. ‘The price of corn 
ranged from 10 to 30 cents, according to situation. 
Of the 22,400,000 acres of land in the State, it 
is estimated that 14,200,000 are first rate farming 
land, 4,450,000 are inferior farming land, and 
3,750,000 are refuse land. ; 

There were fattened in the State during the 
year, 1,300,000 hogs, of which ig is sapposed 
650,000 were exported. 





A Paeerry Corn Oror. A Newburyport cor- 
respondent, C. T. sends us an account of the 
corn he raised last summer on a half acre of jand. 
He measured the whole in a basket, and then 
shelled out two baskets full, February Ist, 1850. 
He finds he had forty-five bushels of shelled 
corn on the half acre. This is doing well. 

He also vells us he tried one half bushel of this 
corn to see how much it would shrink on drying 
thoroughly. He placed it ina warm and dry 
place, he says, for one week. At the end of the 
week he found the half bushel had shrunk two 
quarte—that is, half a peck to the bushel, or one 
eighth. 

Our correspondent cast up the cost, manure and 
all, and he makes a net profit of $25,00 from his 
halfacre. He values the corn at the present price, 
77 cents a bushel. [Massachusetts Ploughman.

Grartixe Grape Vines. Mr. Curtis stated 
at one of the agricultural meetings in Albany, 
that he had been successful in grafting the Isa- 
bella on the wild grape. He takes about fifteen 

to eighteen inches of the root of the wild vine, 
and inserts in it a scion. It is done in the ordi- 
nary mode of éleft or ‘‘split’’ grafting. The vine 
| is planted so the connexion of the stock and scion 
will be just below the surface of the ground. 
The operation is performed in the spring before 
the vines come into leaf. 


Supportine aFamity. The Cincinnati Atlas 
tells a story of a woman in the suburbs of the 
city, who with a family of seven ehildren, got out 
of money and out of bread. A few hens were 
her only possession; these furnished her with 
‘eight eggs per day, but seven children could not 
live on eight eggs—and the price of eight eggs 
would not maintain seven children. Now a man 
in this situation would have folded his bands in 
despair—but what did the widow! Atan ad- 
jacent grocery, for a half dozen eggs, she obtained 
a half peck of beans, and on the nutrimeot derived 
from these, maintawed her family.

Scrape vp rue Manvex. Last season I har- 
vested twenty-five bushels of good, sound, bright 
wheat from ove acre. J was very sure I sowed 
no chess, and had none to harvest, although fed 
off some by hens in the fall. The soil wasa 
clayey loam, and had been previously cropped 
pretty hard with corn and potatoes. I manured 
it with fifty wagon loads of rotten chips and about 
ten from the horse stable, mixed with half-rotten 
straw. I have sowed it to clover and timothy, 
and expect yet a large return for my manure. 
The chips were taken from near the wood-pile, 
and had been the accumulation of years. The 
above experiment fully proves to my mind that 
exhausted tan, chips aad saw-dust may be made 
valuable manure upon clay soils, if well ploughed 
in, so asto hasten their rotting and decompo- 
sition.

Heaves 1s Horses. John Davis, in the Bos- 
ton Cultivator, gives the following recipe for the 
cure of the disease :

‘lime the size of an egg; add molasses to give a 
‘more palatable taste, and place it in the stall, so 
that the horse can have free access to it. After 
‘he becomes accustomed to this drink, add balf as 
much more lime, and renew, so as to keep it of

drinks freely, bleed by taking two quarts from 
the breast, in two or three weeks take two quarts 
more.

districts are not satisfactory. Many of the mills 
in Manchester, and other places, are working 
time, and some have cegpil chapuiben: but it is 
not believed that this is more than a temporary 
arrangement. 

Advices from Calcutta, of the 22d January, and 
from Bombay, of 4th Febroary, are at hand. 
Politically, the news possesses no interest. Com- 
mercially, it is less encouraging than was antici- 
pated. 

Exciano. Nothing eventful in a political 
sense has occurred in Parliament, and nothing is 
anticipated before the Chancellor produces his 
budget. Lord John Russell has given notice that 
it is in contemplation by the Government to abol- 
ish the office of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, togeth- 
er with the Vice Regal Court at Dublin—the in- 
tention being to have Irish affairs managed by the 
Home Department, and by a Secretary for Ire- 
land. 

Mr. James Lloyd, the eminent banker, is about 
to be raised to the peerage. M. D'Israeli being 
ill, Sir James Graham is now the recognized 
leader of the opposition in Parliament. His chief 
hobby being a change in the monetary system. 
The Canadian annexation movement excites little 
attention. Public sentiment appears to be favor- 
able to acceding to any decided expression of the 
wishes of the Canadians. 

Lord Denman has retired from the Woolsack, 
and Lord Campbell has been appointed Lord 
Chancellor. Collins’s new line of New York 
steamers commaud a large share of sympathy and 
good will. The London Sun says ‘it will take 
something in the shape of a steamship that was 
never yet produced, to beat any of them.”’ 

The conduct of Lord Palmerston, in continuing 
the Greek blockade is severely commented upon 
by all the English journals, and were it not for a 
belief which exists that his Lordship has made 
the demonstration against Russia, his conduct 
would meet with severe retribution. 

The Russian goverament has presented an en- 
ergetic remonstrance against the proceedings of 
the English government, and public opinion is 
general, that, if necessary, the Czar will give the 
Greeks efficient support. The Russian note to 
the minister at London says, ‘‘ You will demand 
of Lord Palmerston to what extent he intends to 
employ force in support of his claims, in order 
that the allies of King Otho may be in a position 
to consider what means may be necessary for them 
to adopt to guarantee the independence of that 
monarch and his people.” 

The London Gazette states that a Queen’s mes- 
senger passed through Malta on the 20th ult., 
with orders to Admiral Parker to cease hostilities 
against Greece. Her Majesty has authorized a 
publication of the following liberal reward, for the 
discovery of Sir John Franklin, viz: £20,000 to 
any one who will effectually relieve the crews of 
the ships; £10,000 for relieving, or for such in- 
formation as may lead to the relief of any of the 
crew;-£ 10,000 to any one whe shall first succeed 
in ascertaining their fate. 

France. The anniversary of the republic pass- 
ed off without disturbance. The Minister of Fi- 
nance has announced that the revenue will be ad- 
equate to the public service this year, without a 
new loan, or increased taxes. The Postmaster- 
General opens all the letters passing to and from 
suspected persons. This conduct has given rise 
to warm debates in the Assembly. tis said that 
France and Russia are completely united upon 
the Greek question. Letters from Toulon state 
that the French fleet in the Levant had sailed for 
the Greek coast. We learn from the French 
budget, just published, that the army is to be re- 
duced to 408,000 men, and that the expenses of 
the nation are to be reduced $45,000,000 francs. 





Ice. About three thousand tons of ice have 
been taken out of the Kennebec between the 
mouth of the Eastern River and Augusta, during 
three weeks past. Little or nothing had been 
done in the business this season, until the proba- 
bility of a scarcity became apparent, when the 
smal! space of time in which ice could be secured, 
led those who have engaged in it, to prosecute 
the business with considerable activity. 

The business will undoubtedly be wound up 
this week, and the amount of ice secured on the 
Kennebee will be not far from five thousand tons. 
This is not equal to what has been done in former 
years, and will not go far towards supplying the 
foreign demand. Those upper Kennebeckers 
who have gone into the operation, will in all 
probability make a handsome speculation. 

Not one half the asual crop bas been secured 
in Massachusetts, the great ice producing State, 
and in New York there is not more than enough 
for home consumption. This has been caused 
chiefly by the extraordinary mildness of the winter, 
ice not having formed of the usual thickness. 
The best blue ice on the Kennebec is only from 
four to eight inches thick. ‘The recent rise in 
Jumber and the well filled ice houses will be like- 
ly to cause a brisk business for the coasters the 
first of the season of navigation. [Bath Times. 

Tue Manxvuracture or Boors anp SHoes 1 
New Yorx. A report has appeared, signed by 
J. R. Pirkie, David Stevens and John H. Cornell, 
Commissioners of the American Union Boot, 
Shoe and Leather Manufacturing Company, sign- 
ed the Lith February last. It proposes that the 
company be organized with a capital of $200,000, 
in shares of twenty-five dollars each; that steps 
be taken to raise a contingent fund of from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars for the expenses of 
organization and the purchase of machinery, stock, 
to start two or three establishments under the di- 
rection of the Commissioners. 

The report states that boots and shoes are an- 
nually manufactored in Massachusetts, to the 
amount of eighteen millions of dollars. These 
are pegged, and ‘*the first man who pegged a 
shoe in this or any othercountry,’’ Joseph Walk- 
er, of Hopkinton, Massachusetts, is yet alive. 
The demand for these articles, says the report, 
exceeds the supply. Frauds are committed in 
substituting wood or shingles for leather, in the 
construction of cheap shoes tor the New York 
market, and in some parts of the shoe, untanned 
Jeather is often used. The quarters of kip bro- 
gans, as they are called, are sometimes lined with 
common straw paper, concealed beneath white 
sheepskin morocco. ¢ 

A method of mannfacturing boots and shoes, 
by what is called teams, ora division of labor, 








has been introduced by Charles D. Bigelow of 


Massachusetts, which dispenses with previous 
training, and makes the workman expert in his 
particular department in aday ortwo. The com- 
missioners have made arrangements to employ 
Mr. Bigelow, and in letters written subsequently 
to the report are given some remarkable examples 
of the readiness with which the art of making 
shoes is acquired under this system.

Trial of Dr. Webster. 

The trial of Dr. Webster commenced on Tues- 
day. After the empanneling of the jury, the 
prisoner was brought to the bar and pleaded not 
guilty. Ata quarter before 11, Attorney General 
Clifford commenced his opening on the part of the 
Government. He proposed to prove that Dr. 
Parkman was a remarkably punctual man; that 
he always apprised his family when he was going 
to be absent; that he had a sick daugiiter at home 
upon whom he sedulously attended; that he had 
purchased lettuce which he had left at the store 
with the intention of calling for it; that he was 
never seen alive after entering the medical cullege 
on Friday; that the reports of his having been 
seen, on being diligently traced, proved to be in 
every instance vuofounded, that after diligent 
search in every direction, parts of a body were 
found in a privy vault, answering in appearance 
to Dr. P's, with several towels; that pieces of 
bones, a quantity of melted gold and a block of 
mineral teeth were found in Dr. Webster's fur- 
nace; that in a tea chest in his laboratory, packed 
with tan bark and covered with minerals, a thorax, 
left thigh, with twine around the boue, and a 
hunting knife were tound; that the parts when 
put together were in no respect dissimilar to the 
body of Dr. P.; that the fragments of bone found 
in the furnace were in no instance duplicates of 
bones inthe fragments of the body elsewhere 
found; that Dr. Keep identified the teeth as some 
made by him for Dr. P.; that his mould of Dr. 
P's jaw exactly corresponded with the fragment 
of a jaw found in the furnace; that the thorax 
showed a perforation in the region of the heart; 
that the parts of the body found were not injected 
as for anatomical purposes. 

That Dr. Webster was in debt to Dr. Parkman, 
and that Dr. P. on learning that Dr. W. had sold 
minerals that had been mortgaged to him, was 
incensed, and perseveringly pursued him for his 
pay, and that altercations occurred between them; 
that Webster was at his room late on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday nights, with his door fasten- 
ed, a circumstance never known to occur before; 
that his statements relative to the circumstances 
attending his pretented payment of Dr. P's de- 
mand were contradictory; that when his prewises 
were searched he endeavored to avert atttention 
from the privy and furnace; that he directed certain 
faggots to be brought to his laboratory on Mon- 
day; that he ordered a large tin box on Friday to 
be so made that he could solder it up himeelf, 
and that he gave contradictory statements as to 
what it was intended for; that his ejaculations, 
when he thought himself unobserved, and his 
genera] appearance denoted guilt; and that two 
papers were found in his pocket, giving contradic- 
tory accounts of his interview with Dr. Parkman. 

Charles M. Kingsley who had the care of Dr. 
Parkman's business, at the time of his disappear- 
ance, testified to the details relative to his being 
missed by his family andthe search made for him. 
Patrick McGowen who was living with Dr. 
P., testified to his punctuality, and relative to his 
being missed by his friends. 


Robert G. Shaw a brother-in-law of Dr. P., 
testified that he believed the remains found to be 
those of Dr. Parkman, and gave the particulars 
of the sale of Dr. Webster's minerals to him, after 
they had been mortgaged to Dr. Parkman, and 
of the manner in which the affair was subsequent- 
ly arranged. On cross examination his testimony 
gave nothing like proof of the identification of the 
remains found. 

Marshal ‘Tukey testified to the extraordinary 
measures taken by the authorities to make a 
thorough search for Dr. Parkman. ‘Twenty- 
eight thousand hand-bills were issued, and men 
were sent out 50 to 75 miles on the railroads and 
in the woods. ‘The search was stopped on find- 
ing the remains atthe Medical College. The 
Marshal opened a box and exhibited the bones 
given him by the physicians. These bones have 
been in the Marshal's office by day and by night, 
locked up, and by night a watch was kept. 
Calvin G. Moore saw Dr. Parkman at Paul 
| Holland's store, at the Corner of Vine and Bios- 
| 80m streets at about ten minutes before 2 o'clock, 

on Friday, Nov. 23. The wife and son of this 

witness testified that they saw Dr. P. on the side- 
walk at the corner of Fruit and Bridge streets, 
at ten minutes before two o'clock.

up. He was agitated so as tremble all over—he 
shook in every part of him. He exclaimed,

Dr. Webster appeared different from any person 
I ever saw. can, describe it no better then 
what I have seen of mad creatures. When the 
water was put towards his mouth, he would snap 
at it and thrust it from him. Ile was more agi- 
tated in the laboratory than he was up stairs. 
Dr. Winslow Lewis testified that he had ex- 
amined the remains, and thought, without doubt 
they were Dr. Parkman's. He had known Dr. 
P. for many years. There was nothing about 
the body which indicated that it had been pre- 
pared for dissection. The person who cut the 
body up must have had some anatomical skill. 
Dr. Frederic Ainsworth. 1am Demonstrator 
of Anatomy in the College—all subjects have to 
pass through my hands. This body was never 
sent to the College for dissection. It had no ap- 
arance of having been prepared for that purpose. 
Dr. Webster has no official connection with the 
dissecting department. I think the person who 
cut up the body had no anatomical knowledge. 

Dr. Charles T. Jackson testified that the bones 
from the furnace were broken and fused. Glob- 
ules of gold and zinc, and a little copper, were 
found in the cinders—skin gave evidence that 
potash had been applied—alkali found in other 
parts. The green liquid found on the stair- 
case was nitrate of copper. Analyzed the con- 
tents of the furnace and found 54 3-5 grains of 
gold; Dr. Gay found 47 grains; Mr. Andrews, 
81 5-100 grains—total 173 grains. The market 
value of the gold was $6,94. Recognized the 
knife found in the box as one formerly used in 
the old College—found indicatious of whiting 
and oil upon it. Draft in the furnace sufficient to 
carry off the odor. 

Richard Crosby was an assistant to Dr. Jackson, 
and agreed in testimony with Dr. J. 

Dr. Nathan C. Keep, sworn. Ama surgeon 
dentist of this city; have practiced nearly 30 
years; have given attention to artificial mineral 
teeth, as well as natural. Knew Dr. Parkman 
as early as 1822, and have been his family dentist 
since 1825. Dr. Lewis showed me on the Mon- 
day after Thanksgiving a block of mineral teeth; 
I recognized them as the teeth I made for Dr. 
Parkman in 1846. [The block was here shown 
the witness and identified.]} Dr. P.’s mouth was 
very peculiar in the different formation of the up- 
per and lower jaws; my impressions of it are 
very distinct; remember the peculiarities of the 
lower jaw with great exactness; the circumstaces 
connected with the making of the teeth referred 
to were very peculiar. 

When they were about to be ordered, Dr. 
Parkman asked how long it would take to make 
them. He wanted them for use on the day of 
the opening of the Medical College, and unless 
they could be done by that time he did not wish 
to order them. ‘The time was rather short, the 
peculiarities of the mouth made it a difficult case, 
and requiring very great skill. I began upon the 
work immediately, and parsued it constantly; 
saw the Dr. frequently concerning them; and in 

uence of these circumstances remember 
very distinctly. 

My first step was to take an impression of each 
jaw on wax inserted in metal; then formed a 
mould from liquid plaster, which afterwards 
hardened.

The company is composed of some of the 
worthiest residents of Chili, and the road will be 
mainly under the direction of Americans. The 
line of the road is straight, and the elevation to 
be overcome does not exceed one thousand one 
hundred feet, with a grade of four or five miles 
ot fifty feet per mile. 

The great business of the road will be to trans- 
port copper and copper ores from the mines of 
Copiapo, and coal for smelting, and provisions 
for the consumption of the miners.
